V.2 Dl is the prior art closest to the subject matter of 
claims 1 and 6 . Said document discloses the 
following features of the claims (see Dl, abstract, 
page 2, lines 25-39, figures 6-7) : 

System for transcribing a speech signal, including a 
step of decoding input data, during which the 
phonemes of which said data is representative are 
identified by means of a first acoustic model, and 
after which, once the potential phonemes are 
identified, various possible combinations of said 
phonemes are generated by reference to a second word 
model. This method includes a sub-step of storing a 
plurality of possible combinations of said phonemes, 
the most probable combination being used to form the 
lexical output sequence. 

The subject matter of claims 1 and 6 differs from 
the system described in Dl in that the possible 
combinations of phonemes are stored as these 
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phonemes are identified, after the probability of 
the combination has been verified by reference to 
the word model . 

The subject matter of claims 1 and 6 is therefore 
novel (PCT Article 33(2)). 

The problem that the present invention is intended 
to solve can therefore be considered that of 
managing the memory of a word recognition system 
more efficiently. 

The solution of this problem, as proposed in claims 
1 and 6 of the present application, is not described 
or suggested in the known prior art, and is 
therefore considered to involve an inventive step 
(PCT Article 33 (3) ) .
